“Where and when it will 
happen I don’t know,” 
Cummings said. 

The original plan had Cana- 
dian Tire purchasing an 11 
acre lot at the corner of High- 
way 62 and 7 with a store being 
built on 3.5 acres, with the 
remaining land available for 
other development, possibly a 
plaza. 

Cummings said the corpora- 
tion did not purchase the land 
because they don’t know when

“We are not in the business 
of land banking,” he said.

After the ‘‘Madoc Cheese 
Factory’’ was built near 
Madoc, other settlements in 
Madoc Township decided that 
they also needed a factory in 
their area. 

So on December, 1870 a 
meeting was held, in the school 
known as “Ruperts” School, 
where it was decided to go 
ahead with plans to build a 
cheese 
The factory was 
located on the south east 
corner of Lot 18 in the 4th 
Concession of the Township, on 
a farm owned by Henry Robin- 
son. It was to be known as the 
“Golden Cheese Factory”’. 


0.P.P. REPORT 


The presidents of the 
‘‘Golden Cheese Factory”’ 
were John Tassie, Henry 
Robinson, Sam McMechen and 
James English. 

It was followed by the 
“Champion Factory’ which 
was erected in 1898 on Lot 22 of 
the 3rd Concession, which 
turned out to be the downfall of 
the ‘“‘Golden”’ which closed its 
doors in 1903. 


The ‘“‘Champion” was char- 
tered for 20 years with the 
routes being divided and then 
auctioned out to individuals.

People with disabilities will 
find it easier to get information 
about substance abuse, thanks 
to changing technology at the 
Addiction Research Founda- 
tion (ARF). 

. ARF has made its informa- 
tion line totally compatible 
with the Telecommunication 
Device for the Deaf.or TDD 
format. This will make it 
easier for people who are deaf 
to get information about 
substance abuse. The ARF 
worked closely with the deaf 
community to ensure that the 
messages are sensitive to the 
needs of people who are deaf. 

The Foundation is also work- 
ing to make the information 
line more accessible to people 
who are visually impaired. 
With help from the Canadian 
Institute for the Blind, the ARF 
is using braille, extra large 
print and recorded messages 
to promote awareness of 
INFO-ARF. 

A new pamphlet, ‘Taking 
Care”’ outlines useful informa- 
tion on drugs commonl 
prescribed to people wit 
disabilities.

Decade of the Disabled 


The International Decade of 
the Disabled ends this year, 
and last year was the end of the 
Charter of Rights. For disab- 
led Canadians, the decade has 
been a roller-coaster. It 
started slowly. It became 
exciting and positive. Is it now 
ending on a feeling of disap- 
pointment? Recent events lead 
many people to feel that little 
has been achieved. 

In the middle-late 1980s, 
government funding and 
corporate fundraising helped 
to start or expand many disab- 
led consumer groups. Now 
ness has been cut, and we 
are told to do more fundraising 
to make up for the loss of 

overnment support. But 

anadian businesses are 
cutting back on donations 
because of the recession. 


We got a federal Employ- 
ment Equity Act. Even so, 
some corporations 


embarrassed Canada in the 
world’s eye by actually going 
to court to fight against 
employment equity for disab- 


led people. 
; When the Charter was 


in 1981, Canada was 

starting closed captioned 

/ In 1992, we still don’t have 

a single broadcaster who 

captions even 40 per cent of 
their programming. 


Deaf people and AVLIC, the 
sign language interpreters’ 
association, fought years for 


recognition of interpreters. 
Now the federal government is 
“deregulating” interpreters-- 
meaning the government will 
hire the cheapest interpreters, 
not the best. Standards will 
fall, bad interpreters will get 
jobs because they charge less, 
and good interpreters will be 
forced to quit work. This is 
progress? 

The Canadian Disability 
Rights Council was set up to 
assist djsabled people in 
claiming their Charter rights. 
Now their funding has n 


cut. 

The CDRC developed Omni- 
bus Legislation to improve a 
dozen laws to help the disab- 
led. The government has now 
tabled an Omnibus bill that 
ignores the CDRC’s. The 
government's bill changes 
words in six Acts instead of 


_improving 12 Acts. 


he recession has been hard 
and cutbacks have to be made. 
We believe the wrong kind are 
being made. The kind of cuts 
being made now-—by business 
and all levels of government-— 
are cuts to human rights, not to 
real expenses. 

What's more, these cuts are 
not cost-effective. It costs $35 
to hire an interpreter for a 
medical appointment. Without 
that interpreter, the deaf 
person may not get proper 
medical attention. He/she 
could become unable to work 
as a result. He/she could need 
more expensive medical care 
and meanwhile lives on 
welfare and does not pay 
taxes. The result? By saving 
$35 on one interpreter, the 
government has cost itself 
thousands of dollars in medical 
expenses, welfare, and lost 
taxes: 

Disabled people are tired of 
fighting, yet we need to keep 
fighting to remind govern- 
ments and businesses of these 
facts. 

We are proud that Canada 
was the first country to include 
the disabled in its Charter of 
Rights. But a Charter is just 
pretty words unless it is 
respected and implemented in 
good times and in bad times.

It’s no wonder that boating 
accidents claim so many cotta- 
ger lives. As expected, the 
majority are males over 18 
who have been drinking. But 
there are innocent victims too. 
In the wrong place at the 
wrong time. And too often not 
wearing a life jacket. 

Boating is our most danger- 
ous summertime recreation 
activity. Not that it is intrinsi- 
cally usafe. After all, Colum- 
bus made it from Portugal. 
Noah survived the flood. And 
Jason found the golden fleece. 
Although not without contrary 
results for natives, unicorsn, 
and expensive sheep. 

Today’s boats, motors, and 
equipment are the safe and 
seaworthy products of modern 
technology. It’s people who 
sink them. Or crash tem. Or 
run them aground. Or simply 
fall overboard for no apparent 
reason. All in the name of 
recreation. It’s a long swim up 
from the bottom. 

Recently, a friend drowned. 
He was alone in his boat and 
somehow fell overboard. No 
one knows how or why. Just 
that he’s gone. He wasn’t wear- 
nes life jacket. 

ow could this have been 
prevented? The simple answer 
is by wearing the jacket. That 
this was not his habit is not 
only his own mistake, but also 
the result of a complicated 
jurisdictional mess on our 
waterways that precludes safe 
boating legislation and proper 
enforcement, fosters poor 
water safety attitudes, and 
encourages that most base of 
human traits, plain laziness. 
Why bother when no one else 
does?

Hanbidge says garbage 
damage done to wildlife falls 
into three categories: ‘animals 
consuming materials which 
are not  bio-degradable; 
animals feeding near fishing 
areas and animals entangled 
in garbage. 

“This first area is probably 
the most significant and the 
most difficult to document 
because animals don't check 
themselves into a hospital for 
help. Styrofoam and_ plastic 
from coolers, bait containers, 
beach toys and other recrea- 
tional equipment breaks down 
into small pieces which are 
mistaken for floating food.

A 19-year-old Campbeliford 
man, Anthony Hoskins, 
been charged with uttering a 
death threat on OPP constable 
John Thompson of the Camp- 
bellford detachment. Hoskins, 
who made a telephone call to 
Thompson and threatened to 
kill him, was held for a bail 
hearing which took place Tues- 
day, Aug. 4th.

Forty- 
four are privately operated 
and 22 by Agents of the Crown.

Village Council voted to 
support the petition against the 
reduction of ambulance 
service in the province, during 
its regular council meeting 


_ July 28. 


Reeve Deline said he felt the 
Ministry of Health was trying 
to save wean | in the wrong 
area. He said he received two 
phone calls from a couple of 
seniors who were very upset 
and said they were considering 


moving to an area with better 
availability of ambulance 
service.

The village water supply 
question has resurfaced once 
again. 

Village Council contents that 
independent studies on the 
water supply levels show the 
village can sustain some: 
growth, about 20 per cent. 

But the Ministry of the Envi- 
ronment is once again contest- 
ing the village's studies. In a 
letter dated July 16 from 
Environmental Officer J. R. 
Lebow he says ‘‘ For some 
time now the municipality has 
been insisting that sufficient 
reserve capacity is available 
in the Madoc municipal water 
supply system to service new 
development in the communi- 
ty. A review of egret 
records indicates that insuffi- 
cient data is available to 
support the Jaaralpaths sear ba 
conclusion that adequate 


reserve water supply is avail- 
able for significant system 
expansion’. 

The letter also stated the 
municipality had failed to. 
institute all recommendations 
contained in a hydrogeolical 
report. Council went through 
the list of recommendations 
that Lebow-stated were not yet 
instituted and found most had 
been implemented. 

Council felt that a number of 
possible problems the letter 
suggested could be possible 
problems for any municipali- 
ty’s water supply. 

After further discussion on 
the letter council decided to 
invite Lebow, and other -

The Ploughing Match which 
took place on the farm of Hugh 
McKenzie on Oct. 16, 1866, was 
the first ever held in Madoc 
Township, and _ therefore 
afforded an entirely ‘‘new 
sensation’’ to many of the 
.Spectators who attended to 
witness it. Considering the 
naturally rough and stoney 
character of a large proportion 
of the land in the Township, it 
is however, oy no means 
surprising that the majority of 
the farmers had little oppor- 
tunity previously of practising 
such a style of ploughmanship 
as would lead them to compete 
with one another for prizes ina 
match. 

It was initially announced 
that an entrance fee of $2 
would be required by non- 
members of the Madoc Agri- 
cultural Society who desired to 
compete. This decision was 
however reversed and the 


match was thrown open to all 
comers. ; 

The committee of arrange- 
ments, Messrs. Tassie, 
McGaughey and Tumalty were 
on the grounds to oversee the 
match.

The prizes were in two 
divisions, one for men and one 
for boys; but as no boys were 
signed up to compete, a change 
was made, and the classes

: Closing the recycling loop

One of the problems with 
recycling is that, like garbage, 
it is easy to stop thinking about 
it once it is out at the curb. You 
put it in a box, set it out at the 
curb, and it disappears. 

What actually happens to 
this material? 

’ Well, the driver sorts it into 
seven different compartments 
in the truck, and takes it to the 
recycling plant in Trenton. 
There it is sorted into approxi- 
mately 20 different material 
types, and compacted into 
large bales. 

ese bales are then trucked 
to different processing plants, 
where the material is blended 
with raw materials to make 
new products. These products 
are then ty 8 by consumers 
and end up back in the blue 
box. That is the recycling loop, 
which sometimes looks better 
in theory than in practise. 

In reality, consumers are 
sometimes reluctant to buy 
products containing recycled 
materials either because they 
sometimes cost alittle more, 
or there is a perception: that 
they are in some way inferior. 
This beomes the gap in the loop

that needs to be closed. 

We need to give ference 
to products made out of 
recycled material in order to 
create a demand for the mater- 
ials we’ put in the blue box. 
Once we create that demand, 


more recycled products and 
packaging will produced, 
prices will come down because 


of economies of scale, and blue 
box revenues will go up. 
Unfortunately, consumers 
can have a hard time deter- 
mining how ‘‘recycled"’ mater- 
ials really are.Does the recy- 
cling loop mean it is recycable 
or made out of recycled mater- 
ials? What percentage is 
recycled material? It is post- 
industrial (which refers. to 


using factory trimmings, 
something most plants have 
been doing for decades) or 


(meaning 
material from blue box 


programs?) 


Attempts are being made to 
develop consistent standards 
and logos for recycled mater- 
ials. The. federal government, 
together with the Canadian 
Standards Association, has 
introduced its Environmental 
Choice Program to help 
consumers identify environ- 
ment friendly products. 


Their logo is three interlock- 
ing doves in the shape of a 
maple leaf, and products with 
‘this logo’ have met pre- 
determined standards for their 
category. More and more 
categories and products are 
qualifying for the logo all the 


‘time. & 


Remember, though, just 
because a product or its pack- 
aging is recyclable and/or 
made out of recycled material 
doesn't necessarily mean it is 
now a wonderful product. You 
are stil] recycling, which is the 
lowest of the 3Rs. 

It is important to take a look 
in your blue box and think of 
how you could have avoided 
buying products or packaging - 
in your blue box, or bought an 
alternative that could have 
been reused. 

This is where the message 
coming out of the Blue Box 2000 
program (of which the Office 
of Waste Reducation is a part) 
may get a little confusing. 

On the one hand we are 
encouraging people to recycle 
as much as possible, and on the 
other hand, telling them they 
should not put some items in 
the blue box because they 
could be reduced or reused.

Tenders 
for the building were posted 
and on March 6, just a week 
later, the committee met again 
to consider the three tenders 


received - Davy and Clothier 
for $1,125; William Breakell 
for $1,075 and William Wiggons 
for $1,000.

The property on which the 
church was built was 
purchased from Mrs. Thomas 
Bradshaw. 

The dedication date was set 
for January 5, 1873 by the 
Revs. H. F. Bland and G. J.

In January, 1891, Mr. Wilson, 
the sexton, was lighting the 
lamps when one of the lamp 
ropes broke, letting both chan- 
deliers fall with a crash. 
Flames mounted to the ceiling 
and set several seats and the 
floor on fire.

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CHANGES TO THE ONTARIO DRUG BENEFIT PROGRAM 


The Ministry of Héalth is changing the 
Ontario Drug Benefit program, effective 
August 25. 

_ The ministry asked an independent 
group of health experts to recommend 
changes to the program. As a result, 
some new drugs are being added, and 
others are being taken off. 

Prescription drugs necessary for 
serious health conditions will continue to 
be available, at no direct cost, to those on 
the program. As well, over-the-counter 
products such as insulin for diabetes are 
still covered. 

_Among the products being added to 
the program are a new slow release drug 
‘o treat Parkinson's disease, and a drug for 
the treatment of shingles. Products like 
sunscreens, multiple vitamins and antihis- 
tamines are among those being removed. 

In total, the changes affect a small per- 
centage of drugs covered by the program. 


Wuy MAKE THE CHANGES? 
The government is working to better 
manage health care spending. It now 
spends over $1 billion a year on the 
Ontario Drug Benefit program alone. 

Costs have risen 18 per cent annually 
during the past 10 years. With these 
changes we hope to keep the increase to 
14 per cent.
